The Applicant thanks the Examiner for extending the courtesy of a telephonic 
interview on February 12, 2004 to discuss the Office Action mailed November 26, 2003. 

The participants in the interview^ v^ere the Examiner, Applicant's representative 
Angus Gill, and David Cohen of the assignee. 

As reflected in the Interview Summary mailed by the PTO on February 18^^, the 
Deards, Lim, and Anderson references, and a proposed amendment to the independent claims 
were discussed.
